A-new coalition to run the munici- 
pality of Jerusalem has been formed 


by the Mavor of Jerusalem, Mr, Ger-- 


shon Agron, after the religious parties 
and Cherut- had moved votes of 
contdence ”’ In him. 

Following the granting ‘by the 
Mayor of a permit to Professor Nelson 
Glueck to build an archeological insti- 
tute in Jerusalem, in which Reform 
vervices would be held. there was a 
split between the religious parties and 
Mapai, who were in the coalition. 

Cherut announced that they 
mave. a vote of confidence 
Mayor as a result of the split in the coali- 
tion. ~ The religious parties proposed 
nother motion of.“ no cenfidence 
‘he Mayor because of his “ rigid stand 
in -connection with the attempt to brine 
te form Judaism into Jerusalem through 
back .door.’ 

Both mouons were defeated, only the 
sponsors voting for their own motion. 


Majority of One 


The Mayor can-now count on the vote 
of six Mapai members, three Progressives, 
one Achdut Avoda, and one member of 
Hapoel Hamizrachi. Mr. R. Kalanter, 


who was persuaded. to oppose his party's . 


policy and to. become Deputy Mayor. 
Phe old coalition consisted of six mem- 
be of Mapai, six members’ of the 
religious Parties, and one member of 
Achdut Avada. 

Ihe new coalition gives ithe Mayor a 
majorny of one only, as he is opposed by 
iour Cherut members, five religious 
members..and one General Zionist. 

During a Stormy meeting of the 
councu on Sunday the question of Reform 
Judaism was hardly mentioned. 

At a stormy meeting of the Council 
on Tuesday, Dr. P. Jacoby (Progressives) 
and Mr. PAs were elected Deputy 
Mayors.

PRINCIPAL RABBI 


The appointment of Rabbi Morris 
Swift as Principal Rabbi of the 
Federation of Synagogues (reported 
elsewhere in this issue) revives the 
office which in the 69 years’ history of 
the Federation was first established in 
i912 and which has since twice 
remained vacant for long periods. The 
first occupant of the position—it Was 
called: in those days Chief Minister 
of the Federation of Synagogues— 
was the late Rabbi’ Dr.. Meir Jung, 
father. of the Federation's present 
Executive Director, Mr. Julius Jung. 
With his death in 1921 the. office 
remained Vacant for nearly a quarter 
of a century. until Rabbi Kopul Rosen 
was appointed Principal Rabbi. There 
was at thal time some opposition within 
the Federation to that new title which 
Rabbi Rosen held for just over three 
vears. He resigned in February, 1949. 
At the time of his appointment: as 
ecclesiastical head. of the Federation, 
Rabhi Jung was aged $4 and Rabbi 
Rosen.was 32 vears. of age. - Rabbi

Danger of Economic Strangulation |

What probably 


CASABLANCA 


makes life tolerable for the denizens of Morocco’s 


mellahs and the inhabitants of the primitive Jewish villages in the Atlas 
Mountains and the fringe of the Sahara Desert is that they know no 
better life. That anything better exists beyond their narrow, primitive 


precincts is in the 


realm of rumour or fairy story. Certainly, few have 


read about a better life, for few can read—and if they could read, nvany, 
perhaps most, could not afford the reading matter. taal: |

CRUMBS OF COMFORT 


Now that Colonel Nasser has 
agreed to receive the Committee of 
Five. the centre of gravity in the 
Suez Canal dispute will move from 
London to Cairo. The upshot of 
the London Conference, in demon- 
‘strating the determination of 18 
countries. representing 95 per cent 
of the users of the Canal to see that 
some form of international control 
is exercised over its Management, is 


satisfactory so far as it goes. It does 


not, however, go far in satisfying 
Israel's claim for passage for her 
ships through the Canal. Indeed, 
the Conference has made virtually 
no impression on. this. problem, 
which was kept well away from the 
agenda. The London Conference 
was concerned with the question 
of maintaining international super- 
vision of the Canal in order to 
prevent Egypt from exercising 
unfettered control, and that remains 
the crux of the dispute. It was a 
misinterpretation of the object of 
the Conference to believe, as some 
have done, that the question of open- 
ing the Canal for Israeli shipping 
would be tackled. Small crumbs of 
comfort are to be gleaned from such 
statements as that of Mr. Dulles that 
Israeli ships are entitled to use the 
Canal and that Egypt is in the wrong

died in London on Monday, Rabbi Dr.

KASHRUT IN THE 
U.S.A. 


Establishing a “ United 
Front ” 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Efforts are being made to establish 
a “united front” by the Orthodox 
rabbinical groups in the United States 
on the question of organising kashrut, 
according to Rabbi Alexander Rosen- 
berg, Rabbinic Administrator ‘on 
kashrut to the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations of America. 

Rabbi Rosenberg, who this week 
passed through London, referred to the 
recent interview and letter in THe JewisnH 
CHRONICLE from the American Conserva- 
tive rabbi, Dr. Robert Gordis, who 
complained of the “ lamentable absence 
of comprehensive kosher supervision in 
-America comparable to what exists in 
Great Britain.’ 

Dr. Gordis, said Rabbi Rosenberg, had 


presented unfair and distorted 
picture of _kashrut’ in the United 
States. 

So far, he claimed. the Union -of 
Orthodox Jewish Congregations 
America represented the only body 


of both lay and rabbinical leadership. in 
America that had dealt with kashrut and : 
put it on a purely non-commercial. and 
communal basis. 
Largely through the 
Moses: Feuerstein, the 


efforts. of Mr. 
President. of the 
moves. were heing made, -said 
Rabbi Rosenberg. to establish united 
front of the Rabbinical Council, the Unton 
of Orthodox Rabbis, and the Rabbinical 
Alliance, 
rut. 

The Union. said Rabbi Rosenberg. had 
discussed .the kKashrut question with

strikes. An important development 
has been the Dea. Sea’ bromine 
factory, built at a cost’ of over 
1£2,000,000, which will have pro- 
duction of 2,000 tons a vear. 

But the most outstanding industrial 
event of the last year has, of course, 
been the discovery of oil at. Helez. 
Here borings are continuing and. 
encouraged by the strike of oil, the 
Government is making the 
effort to find further reserves. 

The output of electricity has been 
stepped up, and even primitive Arab 
villages are now able to enjoy electric 
light. Efforts are being made to con- 
nect settlements in Upper Galilee to 
the national power grid in order to 
give a new impetus to the economic

YEMENITE STORY 
Mori Sa‘id. By Havim 
Translated. from the Hebre\ 


Néew York 
Schuman. $4.

VERYBODY must be familiar 
with the use of letters to 
denote the Hebrew year. One

Such use of letters instead of 
numbers is known as gematria, and 
is no recent innovation.

NLIKE the New Year cele- 
bretions of most other 
nations Rosh Hashana is 

not simply a time for revelry. It is 
a solemn season of self-examina- 
tion and self-judgment in the life of 


the Jew—of making a_ serious 


“ Cheshbon Hanefesh,” an account- 
ing of the soul. This has been 
described as the purpose of the 


sounding of the shofar, the most - 


important ritual associated with this 
season. . It js a clarion call to a 
spiritual reawakening and renewal. 
Maimonides (Hilchot  Teshuva, 
chap. iii) expresses it in_ these 
words : | 
Awake, ye sleepers, from 
your slumber, and rouse your- 
selves from your lethargy. 
Scrutinise your deeds and turn in 
repentance. Remember your 
Creator, you who forget the Truth 
in the vanities of the hour...” 
And the message further 
emphasised by the recital, in many 
communities, immediately prior to the 
sounding of the shofar, of some 
Scriptural verses whose initial letters 
form. the words “Kera Sattan 
symbolic prayer that the forces of 
Satan, the earthly satanic temptations, 
be torn away, so that the path of duty 


should. appear clear straight 


before us. 


Lesson For All Mankind 


From. the ‘literature connected with 


Rosh Hashana it js. clear .that this: 


lesson has bearing and applicability 
nol only to the indiviaual Jew but also 


to. mankind as a whole and to the 


people of Israel in particular. The 
national element in the Rosh Hashana 
festival is too often overlooked. . Yet. 
from earhest times, there is evidence 
that. this was a period of national 
and rededication. The 


Book of Ezra (chap. iii) describes how. 


the first. Jews who returned from the 
Babylonian. exile kept the solemn 


‘feast: And when the seventh month 
was come, and the Children of Israel. 


were in the cities. the people gathered 
themselves together as oné man. to 
Jerusalem... . And they set up the 
altar upon its bases ; for fear was upon 
them because of the people of those 
countries; and they offered burnt 
Offerings thereon, .. .” 

Later. when Nehemiah had sucéess- 
fully brought the small Judean com- 
munity of immigrants through their 
crisis—the physical danger of attack 
from outward enemies. the 
spiritual danger of inner assimilation 
and. disintegration—we read again 
how. immediately after the Wall of 
Jerusalem was completed : “And all 
the people gathered 
together as one man into. the Street 
that was before the. water-gate 


And Ezra the priest brought the Torah. 


before the Assembly -both of men and 
women and all that could hear with 
understanding, upon the first day of 
the seventh month. (Neh. viii.) 


National-Religious Message 


In this way the leaders, Ezra and 
_ Nehemiah, sought to bring home. to 


the: people the recognition that their 
re-established political independence 
could only be sustained and. justified 
aS long as thev held fast to the life- 
line of their distinctive faith and way 
of life. Stgnificantly. it- was Rosh 
Hashana that was made ‘the occasion 
for this national-religious message. 
And this national note is echoed in 
innumerable Talmudic and Midrashic 
passages... Thus, Rabbi Eliezer gives 
it as a tradition that: 7327 WN 
Rosh Hashana, our ancestors’ serfdom 
in Egypt ceased”: and also that : 
—“ They (Israel) were redeemed (from 
Egy future 
Redemption will be in- Tishri. the 
month of Rosh Hashana,” 

Moreover. there are, of. course. a 
number of well-known passages of 
Similar import in the liturgy. of the 
Festival, especially in several of the 
Piyyutim. The following examples 
are quoted from the English transla- 
tion in the Routledge ** Machzor”: 

“When Thou wast fain to heal this 
people's wound, Thou didst instruct them 
in the potent influence of prayer . 

(p. 97), 

“Lead up the tribes of the patriarch 
called to Thee, and give them dominion, 
and in. Thy pruning lop off the enemy’s 
straggling branches yea, may fe 
lead up our captivity from afar unto His 
holy mountain . . . (pp. 99-100). 

Give glory unto Thy people con- 
fidence to them that wan for Thee, joy 
io Thy hand, gladness to Thy City, a 
flourishing horn to David, Thy servant ... . 
(p. 108). 

“ Bring together our scattered ones 
from among the nations and gather our 
dispersed from the uttermost parts of the 
earth. Lead ws in triumph unto Zion 
Thy City, and unto Jerusalem, the place

of Thy sanctuary, with everlasting joy... 
(p. 134). 

ht is certainly a part of the function 
and message of Rosh Hasnana_ to 


yecall the Jew to a sense of kinship 


with his people, and to focus his mind, 


at the commencement of each New. 


Year, upon the perennial question of 
all questions—that of Jewisn survival. 
In modern times there are those who 
think that, because of the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel, this issue 
is no longer one of importance. And 
yet, strong forces, the forces of an 
overpowering alien environment, are 


constantly at work seeking to wean 


the Jew away from his own distinctive 
thought and culture. Fortunately, the 
direction which comes year by year 
to the great body of Jews everywhere, 


turning their gaze inwards upon the 


source and centre of the Jewish 
national life and heritage. is a per- 
manent link with that. cradle of the 
Jewish people's existence and a per- 
petual reminder that “out of Zion 


shall Torah go forth and the word of 


the Lord from Jerusalem.” And_in 
our generation it has become the task 
of Diaspora Jewry to concentrate. as 
a first priority, upon strengthening the 
Centre—Israel—with every means at 


its disposal, including. wherever pos- 


sible. personal aliva. 

But Rosh Hashana has a universal 
outlook also. Its concern is not only 
with one people. but with humanity ; 
and its teachings in this respect. go

results. Rosh. Hashana urges that op 
the social and international level. a 
well as in the hfe of the private ind:- 
vidual, there must. be the. affirmation 
of God and ‘an acknowledgment of 
mora! principles.

GREEN BELTS 


By LESLIE B. GINSBURG - 


N a recent circular to the local 
| authorities of England and 

Wales, the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government asked them 
to prepare plans of “ green belts ™ of | 
open country for agricultural or 


recreational use which would 
surround the cities and prevent 
their future sprawl In modern 
times “green belts” have. been 


talked about quite. 4 lot, especially 
around London, and in the garden 
cities and new towns. in English 
literatwre the idea may be traced 
back as far as Sir Thomas More's 
Utopia.” 

(Csreek influence may have been the 
reason for Sir Thomas More's interest. 
but the theory is far older than that, 
though most planners today would 
probably point to Plato and Aristotle 
as the originators of the idea So far 
as can be aseertained the cariliest 
known reference comes from the Book 
of- Numbers, so that one may well 
regard it as the first Jewish contribu 
tion to town planning. and a very 
important, one too, for although 


the Book was written abou -3,000. 


years ago the need for thew estabiish- 
ment today remamns great as ever. 

In Chapter xxxv of the. Book of 
Numbers instructions are given con- 
cerning the building of 48 new towns 
for the Levites, as soon as the Children 
of Israel captured the land of Canaan, 
thus: “Command the Children | of 
Israeci that they give unto the Leviies 
of the inheritance of their possession 
cies to dwell in: and. ye shall give 
also unto the Levites SUBURBS for 
the cities around them.” 


Hebrew “ Migrash ” 


- The word “Suburb” used here is 
from the seventeenth-century. English 
transiation of the Hebrew ~ Migrash 

(nse). At that time a suburb meant 
the land outside the city, which would 
normally be unbuilt on, though teday 
it usually means a residential arca. 
The fact that it was open land is made 
clearer by the. next line: “And the 


_ Cities shall they have to dwell in; 


and the suburbs of them shall be for: 
their cattle, and. for their goods, and 
for all their beasts 

it was not uncommon for the cifres 
of the ancient world to have open land 
around them, since both agricultural 
needs and clear land for’ military 
purposes would dictate the Manning 
pattern. The entry of the spies itd 
Jericho shows what happens when the 
land around the city walis gets built 
up. But m the case of the Levitical 
eities it is obvious that the Migrash 
was definitely intended for other pur- 
poses, and. this ¢mphasimed by 
Rashi: “A Migrash is a clear efnpty 
space outside a city. all round. to add 
to the beauty of the city. and one is 
not permitted to build a house there or 
‘plant a vineyard, or sow seeds.” 

[his 18 quite unigue-—the 
of an open space for beaut 
for thousands of further 
ordinances made anywhere im the 
world along these lines. The Migrash 
was jn two parts, though. Altogether 
itt was to. be 2.000 cubits wide. and the 
first thousand cubits, about 300. yards. 
was purely and simply for “ beauty.” 
but the next 300 vards could be used ° 
“ for their cattic, and for their goods, 
and for all ther beasts.” Thus some 
grazing was permitted, and also storage 
of crops-—-possibly the tithe offerings 
of the people to the Levites but the 
last. phrase, “ and for all their beasts ” 
has led to considerable discussion...

During this month there was also “a 
festival of firewood” which possibly 
gave rise to the custom among the 
Jews of bringing wood to the Temple 
on the ISth. Undoubtedly of pagan 
origin, the reason for its observance 
was in time forgotien. 

One philologist suggests that Ab was 
“a month of fires.” arriving at .this 
conclusion. by deriving the early 
Canaanite month  “Kuirir”. from 
“ Girru”” (fire) and this he. equates 
with Ab. The 15th of Ab became a 
popular festival in Judea during the 


days of the Second Temple, com-' 


memorating the removal of a= ban 
against the tribe of Benjamin (cf. 
Judges xx1: Taanit 26b, 30b. 31a). 

The 9th:of Ab. which commemor- 
ates the destruction of the First and 
Second Temples. was marked in- the 
Assvrian calendars as the day when 
the souls of dead men dre. released 
from their confinement in the nether 
world. The Book of Kings stites that 
the First Temple fell on the 7th of Ab 
while Jeremiah gives the 10th as the 
date. 


+ Descent of Ishtar 


Ellul: corresponding to August- 


September this month was known in 
the Nippurian Calandar as “ Ezen-kin- 
innint the “festival of. the sending 
of the mission of Ashtar.’

Tishri :.September-October.. Tn the 


Jewish calendar: Tishri is the seventh: 


ecclesiastical and the first. civil month. 
and of the Jewish religious calendar 
the most. important month. 7 
In. Babylonia inhabitants 
regarded this month (September) as the 
Hirst. month and they called it.‘ Tes- 
ritu” (opening or beginning of the 
year). In Syriac it was. Tesrita.” 


The custom of beginning the year in’ 


the autumn was originally a Hebrew 
one. the New: Year having been cele- 
brated in the month. of  Etanim ” 
(September) from days of antiquity. 
Ezekiel and the Hebrew scholars. of 
the period of the. exile’ also -found 
that. the Babylonians had .a similar 
tradition, The Sumerians named the 


seventh month Dukug.”.“ month of 
the holy chamber,” which ‘the Babv- 


lonians rendered. as Tesritu.”’ (begin- 
ning) or Teshrit.”. This became 
Tishri in Aramaic and Hebrew. The 
Sumerians and Egvptians divided their 
twelve lunar months into two: parts, 
sO that there were two. New. Years. 
one. in Nisan and the other in Tishrt. 
In the Hebrew calendar Nisan is the 
beginning of the ecclesiastical year 
and Tishri the beginning of the civil 
year. 


Time of Judgment 


In. the Hebrew calendar the begin- 
ning of Tishri is a time of “judgment 
(cf. Psalms Ixxxi,- 4-5) and the first 
of Llishrt was traditionally considered 
as the beginning of Creation. 

lhe Babylonians also believed. that 
this period marked a time of the judg- 
ment of mankind and in their 
almanacs they give lists: of  instruc- 
tions which apply to each dav of the 
month, e.g. “On the first of Tishri 


one may not face a heavy wind on the 


plain or the Hallula (female demon) 
will wed him.”. Whereas in the Jewish 
calendar the first to the tenth of the 
month are days of penitence. in the 
Babylonian -and - Assyrian calendars 
the first to the seventh are described 
as a period of penance. 
Marcheshvan: corresponding to 
October-November. was known in 
mythology as “ Arahsamna.” It was 
the period when the sun-god descends 
towards the winter darkness, Now 
the autumn season and winter rains 
commence. Therefore the inhabitants 
of Nippur named this eighth month 
“ Apindua ” (opening of the soil with 
the plough). At Ur they called this 
period ~ Suessa,” and in Accadian it 


was simply called Arahsamna (eighth | 


month) and this passed into post-exilic 
Hebrew as “ Marcheshvan” (water of 
the eighth), fe. the “rain of the 
eighth month.” Also called Cheshvan 
as a shorter form it is found in 
Josephus and in the Targumim.

was permitted to enter a street on this 
date. Ezekiel mentions that Nebuchad- 
nezZar would attack Jerusalem on 
the 10th of Tebet, and according to 


Josephus this event occurred on that. 


date. The 10th of Tebet is nowadays 
kept as a national fast to com- 
memorate the attack of Nebuchad- 
nezzar on Jerusalem (cf. Ezek. xxiv.2). 
This. month seems to have been 
accepted as a month of ill-fortune. and 
the Babylonians called it“ the month 
of the curse.” It was forbidden to: sell 
corn, to marry, or to bring gifts to the 
god during the month. Ht was unlucky 
for a male child to be born during this 
time. Tammuz was said to be the 
unlucky month of the summer solstice 
and Tebet the unlucky month of the 
winter solstice. This of course is due 
to the myth that Tammuz died in July 
and the ghosts of the elders returned 
during January.

HEN the Republic of 

israel was established in 

1948 many  Jews—and 
non-Jews—abroad assumed that it 
would be a theocratic State. The 
priesthood —in the shape of the 
Rabbinate——would be dominant ; 
the Sanhedrin would be revived ; 
Jewish ritual observance would be 
siven the force of law ; the Sabbath 
and the dietary code would. be 
observed in all their austerity. This 
has not, in fact, happened ; Israel 
today is a secular State. But the 
Rabbinate has not been disestab- 
shed; it has been incorporated 
into the State. 

This does not satisfy the ultra- 
Orthodox Agudat Israel and. their 
extreme conservative wing, the 
Neturei Karta (“ Guardians of the 
Citadel"). who go so far as to fast 
on Israel's Independence Day. Nor 
does it satisfy the easygoing non- 
observers who would like to eat 
what they like and travel when they 
like without any curbs by the State. 
But most Israelis are prepared to 
accept the existing situation. 

The present series of compromises 
over rehgious observance in Israel has 
heen greatly assisted by the normali- 
sation. of “Jewish life. Hebrew is no 
longer a. liturgical desirability it is 
the everyday ‘language of. the street.
